--JORGE CHAVARRIA GUZMAN, THE PROSECUTING ATTORNEY 
FROM THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OFFICE, WAS INTERVIEWED 
BY LA NACION ON APRIL 8. HE SAID THAT HIS OFFICE WAS 
CONTINUING ITS INVESTIGATION INTO THE CASE AND WAS 
NOT CONVINCED THAT THE SANDINISTAS WERE BEHIND THE 
ATTACK. HE INSISTED ON HIS ORIGINAL THESIS, THAT THE 
CIA WAS IN SOME AS-YET-UNDEFINED WAY LINKED TO THE 
BOMBING. AS TO THE LEFTIST TIES OF GAGUINE, HE NOTED 
THAT "THE USE OF DOUBLE AGENTS WAS VERY COMMON." 
CHAVARRIA CONCLUDED THAT THE COMMISSION’S REPORT 
NEITHER MODIFIED NOR CONTRADICTED THE INVESTIGATION 
OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OFFICE. CHAVARRIA ALSO 
RAISED QUESTIONS ABOUT THE COMPLICITY OF THE 
SANDINISTAS AND EXPRESSED DOUBTS ABOUT THE 
FINGERPRINTS OF HANSEN FOUND IN PANAMA AS THEY WERE 
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ONLY FOUND EIGHT YEARS AFTER THE LA PENCA BOMBING AND 
AFTER THE U.S. INTERVENTION IN PANAMA.

REPORT. HOWEVER, IT STILL CONSIDERED THE POSSIBILITY

CLOSE TIES TO THE SANDINISTAS, WAS SOMEHOW INVOLVED 
IN THE BOMBING. THE EDITORIAL ALSO GENERALLY 
SUPPORTED CHAVARRIA’S REFUSAL TO DISMISS 
POSSIBILITIES OTHER THAN THE SANDINISTAS.
